that a nation or a people can achieve once for 
all and retain In peaceable poaaesslon forever 
afterwards. On the contrary, liberty can ba en¬ 
joyed only by those who are determined to keep 
It In apite of all the aiaaults made upon It by Ita 
nktural enenUes. Liberty Is subject to attack 
from two iMbs. On one aide la the possible 
tyranny of a tingle person and on the other the 
tyranny of the crowd: In other words, personal 
dictatorship and proletarian dictatorship. If the 
Individual Is to retain his liberty he must be 
prepared to resist both of these. 

Dictatorship of either sort seeks to justify 
Itself on the theory that the Individual la, after 
all. of no real importance, but that the State i 
le everything. The Fascist or the Socialist does 
not Invite the free Individual to engage In labor, 
which, while primarily undertaken for personal 
profit, Bcverthelesa brings advantage to the com- 
■anHy aa g Whole. The proposal takes the form 
not of an invitation to a tree man but that of an 
Imperious command to serve the State on an 
equalltarlan basis. Fgacist and Socialist alike tell 
him that he must content himself with equality 
and resign any claim to liberty. Natural hlatory 
has provided the Socialist with a perfect model of 
the Socialistic State. Among the ante the State Is 
everything and Individualism Is simply not tole¬ 
rated. The anti, true Marxians, have a short and 
eaay way with Individualists. 

Tha choice that the Soclallsta oiler us Is thus 
Uie ebolce between Ind i vid ua l and pottttcal 
liberty on the one hand, and the economic 
eqballty of a slave State dominated and drilled 
•by the- eelf-appointed savhirx of torlety on the 
other. It la. In short, the choice between political 
liberty and economic equality. Canadians gen¬ 
erally are well aware of the nature ot the alterna¬ 
tive offered to them. It la well known, too. that 
m the United States, where the depression, ac¬ 
cording to all accounU, has been much more 
igv«rg than In Canada, some very drastic eeo- 
noaie experiments are going on. What Is the 
'principle upon which these experiments are 
baaed 

If Mr. Newton Baker has the rlfhl Idea.—ha 
Is Chief of the 1954 Mobilisation for Human 
•Needb. and naturally sympathetic towards dls- 
trassed people,—It aeems that the American 
people are "coming more and more to regard the 
SUte aa a legitimate and responsible carrier ot 
Individual, group, or class burdens." He speaks of 
tha "dangerous and debilitating" effecU of gov¬ 
ernmental and official relief In that country. In 
that "tt becomes at once a right, and those to 
whom It Is given, both indlvIduaUy and collec¬ 
tively. devote themaelvee to preserving and ex 
tending the right." It appears that they organise 
to bring political preeaure upon governments to 
enlarge the distribution. T^ey formulate pro¬ 
grammes calling tor money rather than neceasl- 
tlea. Political and persuasive at the outlet, the 
preeeure aoon degeneratei into violence, and 
there have been ezhlbttkms ot truculence and 
actual violence to attendants at rellaf atetions 

Tht spirit that prompU these acUvItlea may 
past whan good Umca return, but the danger, aa 
Mr. Baker poInU out, Itee In the tact that many 
people In the Ug republic are actually fflrtlng 
with the theory that It la the duty of the State 
to provide relief tor thoae who ask for It, and 
pa^ularly for those who are prepared to en 
forte their demands by radical action. Thla spirit 
Is stronger now than It used to be. Forty years 
ago a single utterance from a dUUngulahed 
statesman put to silence the clamor for a certain, 
pelikion bill. He said It was the duty of a cltlaen 
to support the State, not the duty ot the State 
to support the cltlaen. At the moment the prob¬ 
lem of rcltef In the United States la an Important 
•nd dUBcult one. It will, no doubt, be solved In 
dne co u T be. Ttie love of Uberty, however, le pretty 
■tsoof la the average American breast, and the 
average American will not. In the long run. pati¬ 
ently submit to any proletarian dictatorship.
